1 • 0n 20 March 195k f the Chinese Communists began repairing the highway between 

Changchou (H 24-32, E '117 -42) and Chiaowei (N 24-32, E 1I7-56). The road surface 
was "broadened to nine meters and the shoulders were increased to two meters in 
width. An aggregate of crushed stone, sand and dirt was added to the surface.' 
Mechanical road pollers were being used. Laborers were working daily on the road. 

2. On 23 March, three mechanical road rollers left Changchou in the direction of 
Chiaowei .
